computer, and, elecilonicaUy 
locking onto the 
missile, di- 


rects it to the intruding plane. 


A clii'fct hit is not necessary 


to destroy a plane, Nike ex-

Tax on Trade 
Stamp Is 
Proposed 


LITTLE ROCK {/ft —A bill which 


would impose heavy taxes on the 
issuance of merchandise trading 
stamps was introduced in the Ar- 
kansas House today by Rep. P.E. 
Tyler of Pulaski County. 


Tyler's bill would levy a mini- 


mum tax of ?5,000 a year on the 
stamp companies. The levy would 
be on the rate of 5 per cent of the 
gross receipts of each business. 


Another tax, ranging from $300 


to as much as $4,000 a year, would 
be imposed against merchants giv- 
ing the stamps with sales of mer- 
chandise. 


The bill also would require that 


the stamps be redeemable for cash 
of a value to be specified on each 
stamp as well as in merchandise 


as at present.
